HIS TERM IS AT AN END 


Famou s insane Conv ict Will Kemain 
la Frisoa Until the Matter 
Is iiettiea. 
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Cou nty Clerk R . 11. Gray todav 
wrote to Attorney General C 
giv ing him the facts in the case of 
Chas. Blessing, the insane ex -con­ 
v ict, whom M r. Crow had adv ised 
W arden W ooldridge to bring to 
Sedalia and tu rn ov er to the cou nty 
cou rt, in the ev ent the latter did 
not prov ide for the care of the 
u nfortu nate man at the Nev ada 
asy lu m. 
The cou nty cou rt holds that 
Blessing is not a Pettis cou nty 
charge, and the following letter 
from Jefferson City , 
printed in 
the Kansas City W orld of Tu es­ 
day , 
fu rnishes 
conclu siv e prcof 
that the cou rt is right in its po­ 
sition : 
Chas. Blessing, who fou ght a 
pistol 
du el with 
the 
Gossage 
brothers, Jim and Joe, in Sedalia 
thirteen y ears ago, wou nding both, 
has ju st finished 
his term in the 
Missou ri penitentiary , bu t will not 
be released for the reason that he 
is crazy . 
A few y ears after Blessing be­ 
gan his 
prison sentence he was 
tak en to the Nev ada insane asy lu m, 
where he was entered as a Pettis 
cou nty charge. 
Pettis cou nty re­ 
fu sed to assu me the debt and Bles­ 
sing was sent back to the Missou ri 
penitentiary . N ow W arden W ool­ 
dridge is awaiting the action of the 
Pettis cou nty cou rt, where the case 
is set for hearing. 
Blessing’s crime and his conse­ 
quent 
punishment 
furnished 
a 
goodly amount of consternation in 
Pettis county . 
He dropped into 
the town one day in 18 8 8 . 
He had 
come in on a freight train from 
Tex as. 
N o sooner had he arriv ed 
than he engaged in a quarrel with 
some railroad men and ran amuck. 
The police were sent for and the 
Gossage brothers, 
the two best 
men on the force, responded. They 
chased Blessing through the East 
Sedalia y ards, and at close range 
emptied their rev olv ers at him. 
Blessing turned and only fired 
tw ice, but he brought both officers 
to the ground, hard hit through 
the body . 
Both recov ered after a long ill­ 
ness, and Blessing, who had been 
captured, was placed on trial un­ 
der the charge of ^assault with a t­ 
tempt to kill. 
In the meantime he 
had fought his jailers to a stand­ 
still and had whipped ev ery pris­ 
oner who was permitted within his 
reach. 
It took four men an hour 
to take him to the court house, one 
block from the jail. 
Arriv ing 
there, he signalized his entrance by 
kicking out two glass doors. 
Although palpably insane, the 
popularity of the Gossages was 
such that Blessing was found to be 
sane and conv icted. 
His trial was 
the stormiest that ev er took place 
in the county . 
Being without 
means, the court appointed attor­ 
ney s to defend him. 
Continually throughout the trial 
Blessing interrupted the witnesses, 
cursed his attorney s and rev iled 
the court. 
A body guard of strong 
men had to be placed about him to 
keep him from assaulting J udge 
J ohn E. Ry la nd, the jury and ev en 
his own counsel. 
A t one stage of 
the trial J udge Ry la nd threatened 
to hav e him bound and g^gg^d- 
It required an ex tra force of 
men to bring him here, where lie 
became so v iolent that he was 


placed in solitary . 
He was thu s 
k ept for six months, commu nicat­ 
ing with 
no one. 
The warden 
finally took pity on him and as­ 
signed him to work in the rock 
q u arry . 
He had been at work fiv e 
minu tes when he stru ck another 
conv ict on the head with a spade, 
fractu ring his 
sk u ll. 
Then 
he 
went back to solitary . 
He afterwards became morose 
and dev eloped a ty pical case of 
melancholia. 
He was sent to the 
Nev ada asy lu m, where he stay ed 
for y ears, su llen and silent, 
his 
mind a perfect blank . 
He has not 
the slightest memory of his crime 
or of ev er being in the town from 
which he was sent to the peniten­ 
tiary .
